Jury Returns Verdict in 


Stoughton Explosion 


Inquest 


That the rules of the industrial 


commission were 
violated by 
the 


Stoughton Marketing Co., but that 
there is insufficient proof thnt such 
violation caused 
the 
explosion of 


tho boiler, 
which killed five per- 


sons in Stoughton last Wednesday, 
is the gist of the verdict returned 
late yesterday afternoon by the cor- 
oner's jury at Stoughton. 


Among the facts brought out at 


the afternoon session of the inquest 
were: that the boiler was made by 
F. 0. Ambrose of Janesville in 1904; 
that eight regulations of the indus- 
trial commission's boiler code had 
been violated, the testimony of M. 
A. Edgar, deputy boiler inspector 
for the commission, > who 
declared 


that, in his opinion, the explosion 
was the result of excessive pressure 
or. the furnace walls of the -boiler; 
and that the 
boiler had 
always 


been used for heating purposes al- 
though it had been subjected to high 
pressure at times. 


The furnace plates, Edgar said, 


were not more thnn a quarter of an 
inch thick, whi<* is entirely too thin 
to sustain a pressure of 40 pounds. 
He stated that such a boiler _should 
have been used 
only for 
heating 


purposes which would never ne_ces- 
sitate a greater pressure than 5 to 
10 pounds. 
Other violations enum<rrat&rt 
by 


him were: 
The 'boiler 
shell bad 
been sub- 


jected to excessive pressure; 
the 


boiler had not been legally inspect- 
ed or tested before installation; the 
snfeiy valve area wa>. inefficient;

type; it 


was incorrectly placed; the blow-off 
pipe was too large.

larkets Division Says Gen- 


eral Trend is Down- 


ward 


Prices of commodities in Wiscon- 


sin have been on 
the downward 


trend during October and Novem- 
ber, tables-prepared by.the division 
of markets show. The fall 
which 


was well under wny during October 
continued in the November market 
and has brought the retail prices to 
a level lower than for some months. 


Increases were found to have pre- 


vailed in the potato, Antter, and 
eggs market, 'but with -decreases 
holding sway otherwise. 
A lower 


cost to the consumer followed gen- 
erally the lower price-paid farmers 
for their products, the marketing 
division found in its investigations. 


The general price tendency of city 


milk is downward, the division Rays. 
In three cities the price was cut one 
cent wh-ile in other places it remain- 
ed the same.

ent press in Wisconsin is contained in the leading ediwial in La FoUette's Magazine just recent- 
ly off the press. Senator La Follette contends tWiWhe press has become an ally of interests 
that eiploit the people and has thereby become an Ipemy of democracy. The editorial follows: 


I 


T is vital to democracy that the. 
voter should be able^to form an 
intelligent opinion upon the issues - 


of the day. 


The press assumes to enligMen the 


people upon all public questions. It 
pretends to, publish-.the facts on, .cur?^- 
rent events'day by day, upon which

the voter raay T^V *n forming his 
voting, judgment. 


If the press were honest, if it print- 


ed the, uncolored news, the real essenr 
tial.,, facts without bias, ,democrac$ 
•would be safe. 
';The American public will think 


-straight if given a fair chance. The 
great, heart of the mass of mankind 
is right. It..always beats in sympathy 


. with'human welfare. 


But sound judgment may only be 


formed upon a sound basis of truth. 
When truth is distorted, when lies 
pass current for facts, when white is 
.^ade4(dookbJ^^andLJblacll white by 
_ 


ia'^r'eSsT that p^ismis'lfs'Dreaders "day '• - 
into apathy or befooled into a wholly 
by day,—then the public is drugged 
false opinion. 


The people 'know the press is owned 


or controlled. They know that it is 
the servant of the combined groups 
which control Big Business, and 
through Big Business is rapidly ac- 
quiring the control of little business— 
line after line. 


But foreknowledge that the press 


habitually misrepresents the facts, 
that it suppresses news, that it is un- 
reliable on all issues involving public 
interest as against private monopoly, 
—foreknowledge of all these facts 
cannot protect the public against its 
sinister influence.' 


So potent is the psychological ef- 


fect of the printed lie, when artfully 
and persistently repeated, so destruct- 
ive of all soundness of judgment are 
the deadly half-truths, the "doctored" 


neffs, the sly insinuations, iihe sensa- 
tvjjal falsehoods, retracted after they 
have served their purpose,—and all 
the -varied and multiplied forms of 
spurious, deceptive fabrication, wil- 
fi$y and wickedly printed from day 


by the Kept Press,—that how- 


thoroughly it be discredited, it 


is-^tai the most powerful influence for 
evi£ which menaces American democ- 
racy today. 


The very life of democracy is com- 


mitted to the voter. If he be ignorant 
or misinformed upon vital issues his 
ballot is a source of peril to the right- 
eous decision of any issue. 


The American pioneers sought to 


safeguard democracy by an effective 
system of universal education. Hence 
they established the public school as 
the foundation stone of the American 
commonwealth. 


We have made education free, from 


the kindergarten to the primary, from 


to 'the"secondary schools, 


on through the state universities. 


This system of education—the most 


wonderful in all the world,—with its 
hundreds of thousands of devoted 
teachers, has for its primary purpose 
the training of ::ien and women for 
the grave responsibilities of citizen- 
ship. 


AH the way from the kindergarten 


to the university, the founders deter- 
mined that the public school must be 
jealously protected against error and 
bias in textbook and teaching. 


It was believed that the youth of 


the land would come from the public 
schools with open, unprejudiced minds 
trained to decide the issues of self- 
government as presented by an hon- 
est, intelligent press.

"A, sequence of monuments_ ?f 
great beauty and historical signi- 
ficance show 'the evolution of Rus- 
sian architecture from the 
tenth 


century until now. It is commonly 
looked upon as a branch of Byzan- 
tine art, but investigations of Rus- 
sians scholars have proved that this 
theory is. wrong", he explainled. 


••'The earliest important architec- 


ture, it is true, that of the elev- 
enth century, was really an imita- 
tion of the Byzantine art,

was first introduced by Greek arch- 
itects who were brought into the 
country by Russian -princes.

Egg Famous Man; Hated 


Republicans 


How Carl Schurz, the well known 


German who settled in Wisconsin 


1850 after having Deen 
driven 


from his fatherland because of the 
part he took in the uprising of 1848, 
suffered scorn and contempt at the 
hands of 
the 
democrats 
in and 


around Watertown consequent to his 
settling there, and how he finally 
won their approbation, wa* told by 
W. H. Glenz yesterday. 


"At that time (1850) there were 


only three republican 
families in 


Watertown, that of Carl Schurz, his 
brother-in-law by the name of Jus- 
sen, and ours, and we were all dis- 
liked by tho democrats," he said. 


"One day the grocers in the city 


waited for Mr. Schura to ride into 
town on horseback. BO they could 
rotten, egg him, and,in anticipation 
of his coming had pails of spoiled 
eggs standing before their stores. 
Fortunately their would-<be victim 
did not go to town that day. 


"Mr. Schurz and his wife lived on 


a farm a mile from Watertown, but 
they did.not remain there tne whole 
year round, lor Mr, Schurz was oft- 
en away on lecture touts or attend- 


ing conventions to which he was a 
delegate. 


"In 1860, when the 
republicans 


were in power and elected Lincoln 
to the presidency, Carl Schurz was 
appointed minister to Spain. I re- 
member his telling me that'when he 
arrived in Spain and presented his 
credentials to Queen Isabella, she 
remarked, 'Ah, here is the ambas- 
sador from the un-United States of 
America,' a reference to the seces- 
sion of the south from the anion on 
account of the slave question. Mr. 
Schurz took this as an insult, left 
the embassy and returned to Amer- 
ica where he en-listed in the army of 
the north. 


"He fought through the 
whole 


civil war, and when it was over he 
returned to Watertown and then he 
was lionized by the 
people who 


formerly despised him. 
Banquets 


were given in his honor, and he was 
feted in every way. 
Shortly after 


his return, he moved to St. Louis 
with his family. The city of Water- 
town planned to buy his farm and 
home as a memorial, but the house 
burned down some years ago, so 
the project was dropped."

DIRECT LEGISLATION 


S to the initiative and referendum, the legislation of 1921 


may i';ivor an amendment similar to (he one which met de- 


feat at the haru!s of the voters in 1913, for many students of 
the subject believe it was a wise measure, and would not have 
been,voted down, except that it was coupled that year with an- 
other measure which uli/uns generally were much opposed to. 


It provided that any bill, which had been introduced into 


the k-tjishtture within the first thirty days of the session, 
whettu r passed or not could be called out by petition of eight per 
cent of the voters, and submitted to the people at the next elec- 
tion. 


It is claimed that by this plan crude legislation, or legisla- 


tion which miprht be declared unconstitutional by the courts 
would be avoided. 
jJills good in purpose but faulty in form 


would be less likely, 


The Wisconsin plan precludes the legislature itself from 


sending any bills to the people. But it does make the legisla- 
ture a kind of committee of the people to give bills preliminary 
consideration. 


To the objection to the Wisconsin plan that the legislature 


ically does the initiating it is answered that it would always be 
easy among .133 legislators to find one who would be willing to 
champion any bill which was favored by_,a considerable number 
of citizens. 


The initiative and referendum have been adapted in 20 


states. South Dakota was the first state to adopt them, in 1898. 
Other states followed in the following order: Utah, 1900; Ore- 
gon, 1902; Nevada, 1904; Montana, 1906; Oklahoma, 1907; 
Maine, 1908; Missouri, 1908; Michigan, 1908; Arkansas, 1910; 
Colorada, 1910; California, 1911; New Mexico, 1911; Arizona, 
J911; 
Idaho, 1912; .Nebraska, J912; Ohio, 1912; Washington, 


1912; Mississippi, 1914; North Dakota, 1914; Maryland, 1914; 
«od Massachusetts, 1918.

it means anything, it means an end 
to religious freedom guaranteed by 
our constitution, and substituting in 
its place a state religion which 
would bring about in this country a 
condition which drove our forefa- 
thers away from their native land 
to found en our shores 
a nation 


where church, and state would for- 
ever be separated. 


But the above is not all'the pro- 


gram. They propose to compel the 
restoration of the bible in our public 
schools and the posting of the Ten-

The committee on reelassification 


of civil service employees in Wash- 
ington, has lately made its report to 
Congress. This report is the result 
of a year's work, and presents a 
very complete plan for a readjust- 
ment of duties and salaries in the 
federal service. It is infinitely bet- 
ter than the chaos wihroh now exists, 
and Should certainly be adopted. It 
will put the government service for 
the first time on a real business 
basis.

The salaries suggested by the 


committee are in the nature of a 
compromise between what the gov- 
ernment has been paying and what 
similar ability, skill and work are 
worth outside of the government 
employ. It is interestiite,'however, 
to'see the value, placed on education. 
The entrance salary for junior aid 
in dbemastry is $840 per annum, and 
the requirements are graduation 
from high •ebool, witir one year 
each at phy«ic« and chemitrtry. An 
assistant observer in meteorology 
starts in at the same salary, $840 
per annum, and is also required 'to 
be a graduate of higjh school, with 
SD^eJal work in physics. An under
